Council Receives Proposals 
Generating Plant 


To Lease 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
night with Councilmen Cleo Hawkins 
and Ray Trammell absent. The meeting 
lasted about fifty minutes, but over 
twenty minutes of that was used 
discussing the budget status for the 
past eleven months. 

Police Chief Ray Norris reported 
fines and court costs of $6409.50 in 
District Court with a net to the City of 
Elba of $3886.80. When asked by 
council members just how this com- 
pared with the net under the old city 
judge system, Norris said he wasn't 
sure on exact amounts but would 


furnish this at the next meeting. 


Councilman John W. Sharpless 
noted that police didn’t give tickets for 
the purpose of raising money but 
admitted that the amount being taken in 
should be put to use for the betterment 
of Elba. He said he felt Eiba would be 
more comfortable ‘‘with our own judge 
in city court’’ (rather than in district 
court). 

Mayor Bob English agreed with 
Sharpless, and Councilman Sonny 
Ifman suggested the mayor look into 
the possibility of going back to the city 
court system. 


City Engineer Jim Williams was not

Record Cash Expected For Crop

Coffee County peanut farmers are 
currently engrossed in the busiest 
period of their crop year--plowing, 
picking, and hauling to market the

already predicted this to be an aver- 
age year for peanuts in Alabama.

crews were busy cleaning up downtown 
prior to the homecoming parade Friday. 


English told councilmen of a pro- 
posal by Lotus Hamm to donate about 
seven acres of land to the city in 
exchange for a road right-of-way. The 
property is behind the Legion Field 
recreation complex, Council members 
asked English to carefully look over the 
land in the proposed swap and report 
back to the council with a recommenda- 
tion. 


Also, two proposals to buy or lease 
the Pea River power dam were pre- 
sented to the council. English sug- 
gested each party be asked to come to 
Elba and make a presentation for the 
council to consider. The council 
members agreed but suggested it be 
made clear no decision was being made 
on the proposals until it had been 
considered fully, 


Council members were told that 
Coffee County was going to increase the 
charge for dumping garbage at the 
county landfill. English noted that Elba 
was already spending more on garbage 
than it was taking in and this additional 
25 cents per household would add 


$5,000 to this cost. He also said it was 


not economically feasible for Elba to 
operate a landfill. 


Cou™ilman Sharpless proposed the 
city arvive at the actual cost of garbage 
pickup and let the garbage users pay 
this amount . . . .“‘it must be passed on 
to the customer.”’ 


English told the council members 
present that the local airport would be 
closed during the first two weeks of 
October for the previously approved 
runway repair. He also went over 
details in the budget comparison and 
told councilmen ‘we should end the 
year in pretty good shape."’ 


The council approved « proposal to 
increase the appropriation to Cross 
Trails Regional Library by $100 a month 
providing arrangements can be made to 
keep the facility open two evenings a 
week, 


healthy peanuts will make the farmers 
as happy as a record-breaking yield 
would, 

Last summer's heat wave almost 
totally destroyed Alabama's peanut 
crop, as well as bankrupting farming 
operations in Coffee County and 
throughout much of the country. 

But, if the weather continues to 
cooperate and prices remain stable, 
many of the farmers who experienced 
severe losses last year should be able 
to partially recover with this year's 
crop. 


According to Tom Casaday, local 
county agent with the Alabama Coop- 
erative Extension Service, the 1981 
crop in Coffee County will probably 
be 10 percent under the record ‘crop 
of 1979, when farmers averaged 
2,760 pounds per acre of peanuts. 

While the crop yield is not ex- 
pected to hit record proportions, the 
cash yield will establish a county 
record, according to Casaday. 


He estimated the gross income 
value of this year’s crop to be approx- 
imately $21 million. The average value 
is $16-$17 million. Last year’s dismal 
crop yielded only about $6.5 million. 


The higher income is a result of 
an increase in the number of acres 
planted and the prices being paid for 
the peanuts. 


Casaday said 1,500 additional acres 
were planted this year for a total 
of approximately 32,000 acres. The 
Coffee County Agricultura! Stabilization 
and Conservation Committee (ASC) 
approved a seven percent increase in 
the peanut allotment. 


Higher prices paid by area buyers 
for the 1981 crop, coupled with the 
increased acreage, should lead to about 
a 20 percent increase in gross income. 

Robert English, chairman of the 
ASC committee, announced earlier this 
week that price support levels for this 
crop are basically the same as the 
1980 rates. 


Farmers are receiving an average 
support of $451.69 per ton for Vir- 
ginia and Valencia (southwest) types; 
$459.09 for Runner; and $437.89 for

Electric Co-op Studies 
$42 Million Industry 
To Produce Ethanol 


* The Alabema Electric Co-op 
announced Monday in a press con- 
ference that a $42 million plant was 
being considered for construction at the 
McWilliams power plant near Gantt, in 
Covington County. The facility would 
produce ethanol from farm grain pro- 
duced on area farms. 

The magnitude of the facility would 
be such as would produce 20 million 
gallons of 200-proof ethanol annually. It 
would require the total production of 
80,000 acres of corn if the average yield 
was 100 bushels an acre (twice current 
averages in Alabama), 


Spanish and Valencias in all other 
areas. English said these rates are 
based on the national average price 
support level of $455 per ton. 


Because of the severe drought last 
year and the crop failure, buyers are 
offering farmers $750 per ton for 
one-third of the quota peanut crop. 
This is resulting in the higher than 
average cash crop. 


“There will be a record amount 
of income, but there will also be 
a record debt that farmers owe,”’ 
Casaday added. “But we are making 
a good start this year in coming 
back from the 1980 disaster.”’ 


The prices paid to a farmer for his 
crop depends on the acreage alloted 
to him by the federal government. 
Only 75 percent of his total crop is 
classified as quota peanuts. The re- 
mainder is considered additional pea- 
nuts. Minimum price support levels 
for quota peanuts are set by federal 
officials, while additional peanuts are 
sold on the world market for any 
rate. The $750 per ton rate is being 
offered for one-third of the quota 
crop or one-fourth of the total tonage. 


The past two weeks and the next 
two or three weeks are the busiest 
period of the harvest season. Most 
farmers in this county have already 
plowed up their fields and are in the 
process of picking the nuts this week. 
Casaday said from all indications the 
quality of the crops look good. 


‘The weather was drier than usual 
during most of our growing season. 
Most farmers get just barely enough 
tain to get by on. But we were for- 
tunate to get good rains in July 
and August when we needed them 
most. If it hadn’t been for those 
rains we would have had the same 
thing as last year,’’ the county agent 
explained. 


Alabama ranks secund in the nation 
in peanut production, trailing only 
Georgia, Coffee County has the third 
highest production level! in the state, 
with Henry County leading the list 
and Houston County second, 
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AEC General Manager Charles 
Loman explained that leftover steam 
from the electric generating plant at the 
McWilliams plant could be used to distil 
the grain and produce the ethanol which 
could in turn be mixed with gasoline to 
produce gasohol or otherwise used to 
drive engines. 


The sale (or use) of the steam by the 
ethanol plant will lower the cost of 
generating electricity at the 
McWilliams plant from 7.5 cents per 
kwh to about 2.5 cents per kwh, said 
Loman. It would also increase the 
annual use of the plant from an average 
of 1,000 hours now to over 8,000 hours 
while creating steam for the ethanol 
plant. 


While the project was announced 
Monday, Co-op officials stressed it was 
still a proposal that had not been given a 
firm go-ahead. However, an ‘overall 
project plan’’ released at the press 
conference showed a timetable of plant 
Startup in February of 1985. 
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Elba from Atlanta was Cpl. Jerry Hatfield of the Alabama 
State Troopers. The younger English is taking the series of 
rabies shots after being bitten apparently by a rabid bat 
during an outing at a local lake.

ASV AB Test Given at Elba High

Uncle Sam wants you - or

Three types of symbols 
have been used which are 
considered to aid the mental 
processes of a person, 
especially in the vocational, 
technical and career edu- 
cational areas.

Zion Chapel High School 
is now participating in a 
vocational education review 
for the purpose of planning, 
evaluation, and development 
of curriculum. The program 
is designed to update student 
services, evaluate program 
management and to enhance 
school and community in- 
teraction. 

The review will consist of 
four parts. Part 1 will last 
from now until November 2 
and consist of a review by 
department specialists. Part

Composer to be in Enterprise 


Otto Luening, a world- 
renowned composer, conduc- 


tor, performer, teacher, 
pioneer in electronic music, 
and professor emeritus of 
music at Columbia Univer- 
sity, will present a music 
lecture and recital at 7:30 
p.m. at Enterprise State 
Junicr College Thursday, 
Oct. 8. 

The program, sponsored 
by the ESJC Lyceum 
Committee and the Coffee 
County Arts Alliance, will 
include electronic presenta- 
tions by Luening and a num- 
ber of his compositions per- 
formed by Robbie James, 
Enterprise pianist, and 
David Cowley, cellist from 
the University of Alabama, 

Born in Milwaukee in 
1900, Luening grew up’ in 
the rich culture of German 
immigrants. By the time he 
was four years old he could 
sing 50 songs and began 
piano practice. He wrote his 
first piece of music at age 
five. 

In 1912 the family moved 
to Munich where Luening 
studied flute at the Royal 
Academy, They moved to

Zurich when World War I 
began and he studied with 
Ferruccio Busoni and played 
in the Tonhalle Orchestra 
under such conductors as 
Richard Strauss. He also 
acted in James Joyce's 
theatre group. 

Back in America in the 
twenties, he worked as a pit 
musician in a Chicago movie 
theatre, played vaudeville 
piano, and organized the 
American Grand Company. 
His reputation earned him a 
position at Eastman School 
of Music and from there 
he filled teaching positions 
at the University of Arizona, 
Bennington College, and Co- 
lumbia University. _ 

As the composer of ‘‘E- 
vangeline’’ and as conductor 
of the world premieres of 
Gian Carlo Menotti’s *‘The 
Medium” and Virgil Thom- 
son and Gertrude Stein's 
“The Mother of Us All,” 
he has been a vital force 
in American music for more 
than 65 years and fostered 
the growth of American oper- 
a. 

Luening is most cele- 
brated for his early attempts 
to wed traditional instru- 
ments and electronically-in- 
duced synthetic sound. He 
composed works like ‘‘Gar- 
goylas,’’ a combination of 
violin and synthetic. sound, 
and his ‘In the Beginning"’ 
brought electronic music to 
ballet. However, of his 
roughly three hundred com- 
positions, only twenty-five 
are electronic. 

Luening married the for- 
mer Catherine Brunson of 
Elba. They met while she 
was teaching at Packer Colle- 
giate Institute in Brooklyn 
and serving as assistant sec-

F. O. Fields has been 
known as ‘‘Fred’’ for 86 
years. Now, it looks like 
neighbors will be calling him 
**Jack.”’ 


Mr. Fields, you see, has 
grown a beanstalk that would 
even make ‘‘Jack’’ swell 
with pride. It reaches 4] 
feet toward the clouds...and 
it’s still growing! ‘‘I suspect 
she might reach 55 or 60 
feet before frost,”’ beams 
Mr. Fields. 


Growing the butter bean 
vine was no accident. It was 
a challenge. It was cleverly 
planned to see how tall it 
would grow. Why? ‘You 
know folks are all the time 
doing something crazy!’’ he 
explained. 

Last year, he had one 
growing 34 feet up a tree, 
so le decided to encourage 
jit this year and here is 
what he did: 

He dug a hole four feet 
in diameter, waist deep last 
April. In that, he placed four 
bales of hay, a little dirt 
and four pounds of 15-0-15 
commercial fertilizer. After 
the hay settled, he added 
another bale. ‘I don’t know 


any fertilizer that’s better 
than hay,”’ he said. 

A 45-foot pole was 
chained at a 45-degree angle 
in a tree some 25 feet from 
the ground. A rope was run 
around a concrete block and 
up to the top of this pole, 
or boom, through a pulley 
at the top of the pole and 
then tied to a stake in the 
ground. The bean ran up the 
rope and Fields was able to 
let the vine down by using 
the pulley when it was time 
to pick the beans. First 
picking yielded 333 pods. 

He doesn't let the neigh- 
bor» know the secret of 
letting the vine down to the 
ground before picking. He 
tells them, ‘I'll give you the 
beans if you will pick them 
all the way to the top.” 
But he chuckles to him- 
self, ‘‘No ladder will reach 
that high’ and they might 
tumble into the Tombigbee 
River which flows just a few 
yards from where the stalk 
grows.

Soybean Bill Passed 


The United States Senate 
has adopted Alabama Sena- 
tor Howell Heflin’s bill to 
establish a Soybean Re- 
search Institute, thus launch- 
ing an all-out national effort 
to increase soybean produc- 
.tion and eradicate the pro- 
tein-rich — crop’s most 
devastating enemy, the cyst 
nematode. 


“The soybean is the num- 
ber one cash crop in Ala- 
bama and in the nation,” 
Heflin said during the Senate 
floor debate on his pro- 
posal. ‘‘Yet soybean per acre 
yield has not significantly 
increased since 1950." 


Heflin blamed the lack of 
per acre yield increases: on- 
insufficient research of pro- 
duction problems, particular- 
ly the problem of the cyst 
nematode, a parasite that 
causes more than $300 
million in soybean crop dam- 
age each year. 

The Soybean Research 
Institute will bring together 
scientists, agricultural ex- 


perts and other concerned 
groups to coordinate 
research into ways to solve 
serious production and 
marketing problems which 
now face consumers and soy- 
bean producers. 

“The soybean has be- 
“come the United States’ lead- 
ing agricultural commodity, 
producing a revenue of $14 
billion annually," Heflin 
said. ‘‘Further, soybean ex- 
ports bring in more revenue 
than any other single U.S. 
crop--$9 billion last year."' 

The soybean first became 
an important crop in Ala- 
bama in the mid-1960s. At 
that time, 285,000 acres were 
planted in the state. Now 
Alabama farmers grow soy- 
beans on more than 2.3 
million acres, according to 
Heflin. 

However, soybean per 
acre yield has remained 


Stable at approximately 25 
bushels per acre despite 
dramatic per acre yield in- 
creases in virtually all other 
crops.

TOMATOES 

Home gardeners have 
grown some excellent toma- 
toes this season. However, 
many gardeners have ex- 
perienced diseases of differ- 
ent kinds, especially fusar- 
ium wilt, bacterial wilt and 
southern blight. 


How do you tell which 
one of these diseased condi- 
tions your plants have? If 
plants aren't yellowing but 
have a scalded or wilted 
appearance, the problem is 
bacterial wilt or southern 
blight. If you see cotton- 
like growth on the plant at 
the soil line, the tomatoes 
are infected with southern 
blight. This white growth 
has small mustard-seed like 
bodies in it. If there is no 
white growth, it is probably 
bacterial wilt. 


Clip this out and keep 
for next year's crop. If these 
problems develop, call me 
and we will give control 
recommendations for. your 
particular problem. 


SOIL TEST 

September and October 
are the two best months in 
the year to get soil test 
samples in to the labora- 
tory. Coffee County is one 
of the leading counties in 
soil testing. It is a basic 
practice which is helping 
to improve yields of all 
crops, gardens, lawns and 
pastures. 

We don't recommend 
putting out lime just for 
the sake of liming. We much 
prefer that each farmer and 
homeowner collect and send 
a sample to the laboratory 
to find out exactly how much 
is needed, if any. 

I do want to urge every 
farmer, homeowner and 
gardener to take advantage 
of the excellent laboratory 
facilities at Auburn. If you 
follow their lime and ferti- 
lizer recommendations, 
everything that you grow will 
do better.

Amendment 
For Meat 
Is Passed 


An amendment recently 
passed will prohibit horse 
meat and kangaroo meat 
falsely imported as beef from 
being sold to unsuspecting 
American consumers. The 
amendment was sponsored 
by Alabama Senator Howell 
Heflin and Montana Sena- 
tor John Melcher. 

The Melcher-Heflin 
amendment, adopted by the 
Senate as an amendment 
to the farm bill, requires 
that all meat imported to 
the United States meet the 
same rigid health standards 
imposed on American-pro- 
duced meat. 

“Recent incidents involy- 
ing horse meat and kanga- 
roo meat being imported into 
this country and being sold 
tO unsuspecting American 
consumers as beef proves 
that we must tighten up 
inspection standards on im- 
ported meat," Heflin said. 

The amendment requires 
that all meat and meat pro- 
ducts imported to the United 
States be subject to the 
inspection, ‘sanitary, quality, 
Species verification and resi- 
due standards applied to 
American-produced meat 
products.

LIGHT-COLORED FRUITS 
To prevent light-colored 
fruits such as pears (which 
are in season now) from 
turning dark, here are four 
methods you can choose: 


(1) Immerse in a sugar 
sirup when peeled. 

(2) Drop into citric acid 
solution (1 teaspoon citric 
acid USP grade to 1 gallon 
water,) 

(3) Drop into a vinegar- 
salt solution (2 tablespoons 
salt and 2 tablespoons clear 
distilled vinegar to 1 gallon 
water.) 

(4) Drop into ascorbic 
acid mixture. Read label on 
container for amount to use. 


’ If a vinegar-salt solution 
is used, rinse fruit before 
canning.’ Do not leave in 
vinegar-salt solution longer 
than 15 to 20 minutes or 
fruit will absorb flavor.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; providing for a referendum 
election to submit to the qualified electors of Coffee County 
the question whether the Coffee County Commission shall be 
authorized to levy and impose a county sales tax and a county 
use tax; providing for the authority of the Coffee County 
Commission to levy such taxes generally paralleling the state 
sales taxes provided for in Division 1 of Article 1 of Chapter 23 
of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, and the 
State use taxes provided for in Article 2 of Chapter 23 of Title 
40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, respectively; 
providing certain additional exemptions from such taxes; 
specifying the rates at which those taxes may be levied; 
providing for the ascertainment, collection, payment, 
distribution and use of the proceeds of those taxes if levied by 
the Coffee County Commission, and for the enforcement of 
this Act by the State Department of Revenue; providing for 
the termination of the taxes authorized to be levied 
hereunder; and prescribing penalties and fixing punishment 
for violations of this Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1, Definitions. All words, terms, and phrases as 
defined in the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State Use Tax 
Statutes shall, wherever used in this Act, have the same 
meanings respectively ascribed to them in those statutes, 
except where the context herein clearly indicates a different 
meaning. In addition, the following words, terms, and 
phrases where used in this Act shall have the following 
respective meanings except where the context clearly 
indicates a different meaning. 

*‘Commission"’ means the Coffee County Commission or 
other governing body of the County, and any successor 
thereto. 

“Commissioner’’ means the Commissioner of Revenue of 
the State. 

“Construction'’ means (a) the complete exterior and 
interior building of a courthouse in the City of Enterprise, 
including, but not limited to, the grounds, plumbing, wiring, 
foundation, roof, air conditioning and heating, proper 
insulation, elevators, accomodations for handicapped per- 
sons, Office furniture, fixtures and equipment, vaults and 
equipment necessary for the preservation of records, 
including microfilm and microfilm equipment, and (b) such 
construction and equipment of a new county ja, containing 
not more than four cells, in the City of Enterprise as the 
Commission may determine to be advisable and necessary. 

“County"’ means Coffee County, Alabama. 

““Month"’ means the calendar month. 

“Quarterly Period’ means the period of three Months 
ending on the last day of each March, June, September and 
December. 

“Registered Seller means the person registered with the 
State Department of Revenue pursuant to the State Use Tax 
Statutes or licensed under the State Sales Tax Statutes. tn 


’*Retiovation’’ means (a) complete exterior and“interior 
restoration of the existing courthouse in the City of Elba, 
including, but not limited to, the grounds, plumbing, wiring, 
foundation, roof, air conditioning and heating, proper 
insulation, elevators, accomodations for handicapped 
persons, office furniture, fixtures and equipment, vaults and 
equipment necessary for the preservation of records, 
including microfilm and microfilm equipment, and (b) such 
improvements and equipment to the existing county jail in the 
City of Elba as the Commission may determine to be 
advisable and necessary. 

**State’’ means the State of Alabama. 

“State Sales Tax"’ means the tax or taxes imposed by the 
State Sales Tax Statutes. 

“State Sales Tax Statutes’’ means Division 1 of Article 1 
of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, including all other statutes of the State, as such 
Statutes may be from time to time be amended, which 
expressly set forth any exemptions from the computation of 
the taxes levied in said Division 1 and all other statutes which 
expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of 
said Division 1 and the incidence and collection of the taxes 
imposed therein. 

“State Use Tax'’ means the tax or taxes imposed by the 
State Use Tax Statutes. 

**State Use Tax Statutes'’ means Article 2 of the Chapter 
23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
including all other statutes of the State, as such statutes may 
from time to time be amended, which expressly set forth any 
exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said 
Article 2 and all other statutes of the State which 
expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of 
said Article 2 and the incidence and collection of the taxes 
imposed therein. 


Section 2. Referendum Election Required. The 
Commission shall call a referendum election at which there 
shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the County the 
question whether the Commission shall be authorized to levy 
and impose, subject to the provisions of this Act, a county 
sales tax and a county use tax. The referendum election shail 
be held, not later than the general election to be held in 
November, 1982, on such date as the Commission shall 
determine; provided, however, that the referendum election 
shall not be held at any primary or runoff election. Notice of 
the referendum election shall be given by the Commission 
by publication in a newspaper published in the County once a 
week for three consecutive weeks, the first publication to be 
made at least 30 days before the election, which notice shall 
State the purpose for which the election is to be held and the 
time and place for holding the same. 

The ballot used at the referendum election shall be 
prepared by the Commission and shall read substantially as 
follows: 

“Shall the Coffee County Commission be authorized to 
levy and impose a sales tax and a use tax in Coffee County ata 
rate or rates not exceeding one percent (1%) of gross sales, 
gross receipts, or sales price, as the case may be, 20% of the 
proceeds of which (after deducting costs of collection) shall be 
used for capital outlay purposes in the public schools of 
Coffee County, and the remaining 80% of the proceeds of 
which (after deducting costs of collection) shall be used.(1) to 
finance, through the pledge or use, directly or indirectly, of 
such proceeds for the payment of bonds, warrants or other 
securities issued by the County, or by any agency or 
instrumentality of the County (such as a county public 
building authority), the costs of, or (2) to pay the costs of, all 
(but not less than all) of the following: (a) constructing and 
equipping a new courthouse in Enterprise, (b) constructing 
and equipping a new county jail in Enterprise containing not 
more than four cells, (c) renovating and equipping the 
existing courthouse in Elba, and  (d) renovating and 
equipping the existing county jailin Elba? Yes ----- No ----- a 

The referendum election shall be held and the office 
appointed to hold the same shall be appointed in the manner 
provided by law for holding other county elections, and the 
returns thereof shall be tabulated and the results certified as 
provided by law. The costs of the election, including the cost 
of publishing notices thereof, shall be paid out of the general 
funds of the county. 
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Section 3. Authority to Levy Sales and Use Taxes. If a 
majority of the votes cast at the ret. rendum election is 
negative, the provisions of this Act shall have no turther force 
or effect. 

If a majority of the votes cast at the referendum election is 
affirmative. the Commission shall have authority to levy ad 
impose a county sales tax or taxes and a county use tax or 
taxes paralleling the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax, 
respectively, the amount of any such tax to be determined by 
the application of rates against gross sales or gross receipts. 
or sales price. as the case may be, and within specified areas 
at a rate or rates not exceeding one percent (1%) of the gross 
proceeds of sales or receipts, or sales price. as the case may 
be. Such taxes, if levied. shall be in addition to and not in lieu 
of any sales or use tax now or hereafter in effect in Coffee 
County. 

There are exempted, however. from the provisions of this 
section and from the computation of the amount of the sales 
taxes authorized to be levied in this section, the gross receipts 
of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
presently exempted under the State Sales Tax Statutes from 
the computation of the amount of the State Sales Tax. There 
are specifically exempted from taxes authorized to be levied 
in this Act all new and used motor vehicles and parts therefor, 
and all new and used farm equipment. implements and parts 
therefor, as well as gasoline, lubricating oil, seed, fertilizer, 
prescription drugs, pesticides, and insecticides. 

There are also exempted from the provisions of this 
section, and from the use taxes authorized to be imposed by 
this section, the storage, use or other consumption of 
property the storage, use or other consumption of which is 
presently exempted under the State Use Tax Statutes from 
the computation of the amount of the State Use Tax. Subject 
to those exemptions, every person storing or using or 
otherwise consuming in the County tangible personal 
property purchased at retail on or after the effective date of 
such taxes shall be liable for the taxes authorized to be 
imposed by this section, and the liability shall not be 
extinguished until the tax has been paid by such person; 
provided, however, that a receipt from the Registered Seller 
given pursuant to Section 6 of this Act to the purchaser of any 
property to be used, stored or consumed in the County shall 
be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for 
a tax to which such receipt may refer. 


Section 4, Payment of Taxes Herein Levied; Reports by 
Taxpayer. The sales taxes authorized to be levied in Section 3 
of this Act shall be due and payable in monthly instaJiments 
on or before the twentieth day of the Month next Succeeding 
the Month in which the tax accrues; and the use taxes 
authorized to be levied in Section 3 hereof shall be due and 
payable quarterly on or before the twentieth day of the Month 
next succeeding each Quarterly Period during which the 
Storage, use or other consumption of the tangible personal 
property became taxable hereunder, each such Quarterly 
Period to end on the last day of each of the Months of March, 
June, September and December. All sales taxes authorized 
to be levied herein shall be paid to and collected by the State 
Department of Revenue at the same time as and along with 
the collection of the State Sales Tax; and the use taxes 
authorized to be levied herein shall be paid to and collected by 
the State Department of Revenue at the same time as and 
along with the payment and collection of the State Use Tax. 
On or prior to the due dates of the taxes herein authorized to 
be levied, each person subject to such taxes shall file with the 
State Department of Revenue a report or return in such form 
as'muy be prescribed by the Department, setting forth, with 
respect to allnsales and business transactions that are 
required to be used as a measure of the sales taxes herein 
authorized to be levied, a correct statement of the gross 
proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such 
business transactions, and setting forth, with respect to the 
use taxes authorized to be levied herein, the total sales price 
of all property, the use, storage or other consumption of 
which became subject to the said taxes during the then 
preceding Quarterly Period. Such report shall also include 
such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes and 
the amount thereof as the State Department of Revenue may 
require. Any person subject to the sales taxes authorized to 
be levied herein may defer reporting credit sales until after 
their collection, and in the event such person so defers 
reporting them, such person shall thereafter include in each 
monthly report all credit collections made during the Month 
preceding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of 
filing such report. All reports or returns filed with the State 
Department of Revenue under this section shall be available 
for inspection by the Commission, or its designated agent, at 
reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 5. Sales Tax to be Added to Sales Price or 
Admission Fee. Each person engaging or continuing within 
the County in a business subject to the sales taxes authorized 
to be levied in Section 3 hereof, shall add to the sales price or 
admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the person 
paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on 
account of said taxes. It shall be unlawful for any person 
subject to the sales taxes authorized to be levied herein to fail 
or refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and to 
collect from the purchaser or the person paying the admission 
fee the amount herein required to be so added to the sale or 
admission price and collected from the purchaser, and it shall 
likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said taxes to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so 
collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption or refund of said taxes or any portion thereof. 


Section 6. Special Provisions Respecting Payment of Use 
Tax Receipts and Returns by Registered Sellers. Every 
Registered Seller making sales of tangible personal property 
for storage, use or other consumption in the County (which 
storage, use or other consumption is not exempted from the 
use taxes herein authorized to be levied) shall at the time of 
making such sale, or if the storage, use or other consumption 
of such tangible personal property in the County is not then 
subject to the taxes herein authorized to be levied, at the time 
such storage, use or other consumption becomes subject to 
the taxes herein authorized to be levied, collect the tax from 
the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt 
therefor in the manner and form prescribed by the State 
Department of Revenue. On the twentieth day of the Month 
next succeeding each Quarterly Period, each Registered 
Seller shali file with the State Department of Revenue a 
return for the then preceding Quarterly Period in such form as 
may be prescribed by the State Department of Revenue 
showing the total sales price of the tangible personal property 
sold by such Registered Seller, the storage, use or other 
consumption of which became subject to the use taxes herein 
authorized to be imposed, during the then preceding 
Quarterly Period; and each return shall be accompanied by a 
remittance of the amount of the use taxes required to be 
collected by such Registered Seller during the period covered 
by the return; provided that any Registered Seller may defer 
collecting the taxes with respect to credit sales until collection 
of the proceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit 
sales until after their collection, but shall thereafter collect 
the said taxes along with collection of said credit sales, shall 
include in each quarterly report all credit collections made 
during the preceding Quarterly Period and shall remit the 
taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or 
return. Any person who has paid to a Registered Seller the 
tax with respect to the use, storage or other consumption of 
tangible personal property in the County need not file a report 
or make any further payment of the said tax, but each person 
who purchases tangible personal property the storage, use or 
other consumption of which is subject to the use taxes 
authorized to be imposed herein, and who has not paid the 
said use taxes due with respect thereto to a Registered Seller, 
shall report and pay said use taxes as required by Section 4 
hereof. It shall be unlawful for any Registered Seller to fail or 


refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from the 
purchaser the amount of the use taxes authorized to be 
imposed herein or to refund or offer to refund or absorb. or to 
advertise directly or indirectly. the absorption of said use 
{axes or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. Enforcement of This Act; Civil Sult; Taxes a 
Lien. The taxes authorized to be levied and imposed by this 
Act shall constitute a debt due the County and may be 
collected as provided by law. The said taxes, together with 
interest and penalties with respect thereto. shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said 
taxes. All the provisions of the revenue laws of the State 
which apply to the enforcement of liens for license taxes due 
the State shall apply fully to the collection of the taxes herein 
authorized to be levied, and the State Department of 
Revenue, for the use and benefit of the County. shall collect 
such taxes and enforce this Act and shall have and exercise 
for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies 
that the State or the State Department of Revenue has for 
collection of the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax. The 
State Department of Revenue shall have full authority to 
employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time 
to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be 
levied by this Act, and otherwise to enforce the provisions of 
this Act, including the institution, prosecution and defense of 
any litigation involving this Act; and the Department shall 
pay such special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and 
proper from the proceeds of the taxes collected by it 
hereunder, 


Section 8, Applicability of State Sales aud Use Tax 
Statutes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax Statutes with 
respect to payment, assessment, and collection of the State 
Sales Tax, making of monthly reports and keeping and 
Preserving records with respect thereto, interest after the due 
date of said tax, penalties for failure to pay the said tax, make 
reports or otherwise comply with the State Sales Tax Statutes, 
the promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
State Sales Tax, and the administration and enforcement of 
the State Sales Tax Statutes, which are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act, when applied to the sales taxes 
authorized to be levied in Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the 
sales taxes authorized to be levied under this Act; and all 
provisions of the State Use Tax Statutes with respect to 
payment, assessment and collection of the State Use Tax, 
making quarterly reports and keeping and preserving records 
with respect thereto, interest after the due date of the State 
use Tax, penalties for failure to pay said tax, make reports or 
otherwise to comply with the State Use Tax Statutes, the 
promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
State Use Tax and the administration and enforcement of the 
State Use Tax Statutes, which are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, when applied to the use taxes 
authorized to be levied in Section 3, hereof, shall apply to the 
use taxes authorized to be levied in the said Section 3. The 
Commissioner and the State Department of Revenue shall 
have and exercise the same powers, duties and obligations, 
with respect to the taxes herein authorized to be levied, that 
are imposed on the Commissioner and the Department, 
respectively, by the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State 
Use Tax Statutes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax 
Statutes and the State Use Tax Statutes that are made 
applicable by this Act to the taxes herein authorized to be 
levied and to the administration and enforcement of this Act 
are in orated herein by reference and made a part hereof 
as in iiy vet forth herein. fen 


Section 9, Charge of State Department of Revenue; Its 
Distribution of Tax Proceeds. The State Department of 
Reyenue shall charge the county, for collecting the taxes 
authorized to be levied under this Act, such amount or 
percentage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the 
Commissioner and the Commission, but such charge shall 
not,in any event,exceed ten percent of the total amount of the 
taxes collected hereunder. Such charge for collecting the said 
taxes for the County may be deducted each Month from the 
tax proceeds collected before the amount of the said proceeds 
due the County for that month is certified as provided in this 
section. The Commissioner shall pay into the state treasury 
all taxes collected under this Act, as such taxes are received 
by the State Department of Revenue; and on or before the 
first day of each successive Month (commencing with the 
Month next succeeding the Month in which the said 
Department makes the first collection of any of the taxes 
authorized to be levied hereunder) the Commissioner shall 
certify to the State Comptroller the amount of taxes collected 
under the provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state 
treasury for the benefit of the County during the Month 
immediately preceding the making of such certificate and 
shall state separately in the said certificate the amount of the 
proceeds so collected from the sales taxes authorized to be 
levied herein and the amount of the proceeds so collected 
from the use taxes authorized to be levied herein; provided, 
however, that before certifying the amount of the taxes paid 
into the state treasury for the benefit of the County during 
each Month, the Commissioner may deduct from the taxes 
collected hereunder in said Month the charges due the said 
Department for the collection of the said taxes. It shall be the 
duty of the State Comptroller (i) to issue his warrant each 
Month payable to the County in an amount equal to the 
amount so certified by the Commissioner as having been 
collected for the use of the County, and (ii) to transmit to the 
County, along with the said warrant, a copy of the said 
certificate by the Commissioner. 


Section 10. Use of Proceeds. The entire proceeds derived 
by the County from the taxes authorized to be levied 
hereunder (including any income derived from the investment 
of such proceeds) shall, subject to the provisions of Section 11 
of this Act, to be applied and used as follows: 


(a) Twenty percent (20%) of the said proceeds shall be 
distributed by the Commission to the several boards of 
education in the County on a pro rata basis according to the 
average daily attendance at the schools operated by each such 
board of education, according to the records of the State 
Department of Education for the school year 1980-81, and 
used for capital outlay purposes for the said schools. 

(b) The remaining eighty percent (80%) of said 
proceeds shall be applied and used as follows: 


(i) except as otherwise provided in subsection (ii) of 
this section, the entire proceeds shall be used for the purpose 
of paying costs of the Construction, the Renovation, or both, 
or accumulated for subsequent use therefor; or 

(ii) so much as may be necessary therefor out of 
such proceeds shall be used for payment of the principal of 
and the interest (and premium, if any) on any bonds, warrants 
or other securities issued by the County for one or more of the 
purposes described in the preceding subsection (i) (or, if such 
bonds, warrants or other securities were not issued by the 
County but rather by an agency or instrumentality of the 
County and are payable from revenues to be derived by such 
agency or instrumentality from the leasing to the County of 
the public building or buildings the costs of which are being 
financed in whole or in part by such bonds, warrants or other 
securities, for payment of any rentals that may become due to 
such agency or instrumentality by the County). 


If at any time the County is required by the provisions 
of this Section 10 to use all or a specified portion of the 
proceeds from the taxes herein authorized to be levied for the 
payment of debt service on such bonds, warrants or other 
securities (including rentals related thereto) and if at such 
time the County has paid or made full provision for the 


payment of all debt service maturing during the then current _ 


fiscal year with respect to such bonds, warrants or other 
securities (including rentals related thereto), the County shall 
apply all or such specified portion of such tax proceeds 
received during the remainder of such fiscal year to 
prepayment of such bonds, warrants or other securities 
(including any rentals required therefor), it being the 
intention of this Act to provide for the retirement of such ‘ 
bonds. warrants or other securities as promptly as * 
practicable. : 

Section 11. Effective Date and Duration of Levy of Taxes. | 
If the Commission elects to levy or impose any of the taxes 
herein authorized to be levied and imposed, it shall specify, 
as the effective date of such levy, the first day of any calendar 
month following such levy; provided that the Commission . 
may not levy or impose any such taxes unless the effective 
date of such levy is at least fifteen (15) calendar days after the : 
date of such levy. The levy of the taxes herein authorized 
shall terminate as follows: 


(a) except as otherwise provided in subsection (b) of 
this section, if any bonds, warrants or other securities 
described in Section 10 hereof are hereafter issued for the 
purpose of financing all or a portion of the costs of the . 
Construction or the Renovation or any part of either thereof, 
none of such taxes may be levied after the expiration of the _ 
sixth calendar month next following the Month during which 
the last of such bonds, warrants or other securities are paid 
and retired; or 

(b) if (i) such bonds, warrants or other securities are ' 
hereafter issued for the purpose of financing all or a portion of ° 
the costs of only a part or parts of the Construction or the ° 
Renovation, or (ii) no such bonds, warrants or other ‘ 
Securities are hereafter issued, and the Commission instead , 
elects to pay all the costs of the Construction and the— 
Renovation (or such parts thereof as are not financed through 
issuance of bonds, warrants or other securities as aforesaid), . 
by accumulating monies therefor, none of such taxes may be : 
levied after (1) the last day of the Month during which monies 
sufficient therefor have been accumulated, or (2) the last day 
of the Month during which the last of such costs are paid, 
whichever of the foregoing (1) or (2) occurs first. ‘ 
Any proceeds from the taxes herein authorized that are on“ 
hand at the time of the termination of the levy thereof (or that ; 
are thereafter received) and that are not, needed for payment 
of debt service on any such bonds, warrants or other, 
securities, shall be deposited in the General Fund of the , 
County and used for any purpose for which monies in said 
General Fund may be used. : = 

Nothing herein contained shall prohibit the Commission, | 
subject to constitutional limitations on the impairment of 
contracts, from reducing, at any time after the levy of any of . 
the taxes herein authorized, the rate at which any of such 
taxes is levied or from ceasing to levy or impose any of such 
taxes upon payment in full of all the costs of the Construction 
and Renovation authorized by this Act or upon full retirement 
and payment of any bonds, warrants or other securities issued ; 
for the purpose of financing the Construction, the Renovation, 
or any part of either thereof. j ' 


Section 12. Legislative Intent. It is the intent of the . 
Legislature to provide the citizens of the County with a new , 
courthouse and jail in Enterprise and with a renovated 
courthouse and jail in Elba and to finance all or part of the 
Construction and the Renovation by the levy of a county sales ; 
tax and county use tax if approved by a majority of the 
qualified electors of the County. 2 

Section 13. Severability Clause. The provisions of this 
Act are severable. If any part of this Act is held invalid or 
unenforceable by a court of competent jurisdiction, such 
holding shall not invalidate or render unenforceable the. 
remaining parts hereof. 


Section 14. Laws in Conflict Repealed. All laws or parts of ;

Alabama's unemploy- 
ment rate declined from 9.4 
percent in July to 9.3 per- 
cent in August, according to 
Franklin H, James, director 
of the Alabama Dept. of 
Industriai Relations.
